THE MTH OF JUNE 
Flag Day is the day designated for countless 
Individual ceremonies where patriotic Ameri­ 
cans throughout the nation join to display tin' 
Flag of the' United States and pay it their 
reverence and respect. 
Today is Flag Day. 
Slkestonions in the past several years have 
been pretty well united in observance of the 
occasion. Some time back there seemed to be a 
dearth of Stars and Stripes among our re si­ 
dences; some of our places of business, too, 
apparently had run out of flags to fly, or just 
did not fly them. But more recently that has 
changed, and the change is something Sikeston 
can be proud of. 
The Flag, of course, is a symbol. It repre­ 
sents the United States of \m erica and every­ 
thing about this country of ours: its cities and 
farms, Its freedoms and rights, its ways of 
living, its national policies. Everything, P er­ 
haps some folks are unhappy at times with the 
way some m atters go; but then they remember 
that it is all under the Flag, and that the Flag 
is still waving despite other temporary dif­ 
ficulties over the many decades. 
The bread and wine of Holy Communion are 
symbols, too, that have been here a long time 
because they are based on something very solid. 
The Flag of the United States came into being 
on this same date in 1777 through a resolution 
adopted by the Congress, and Flag Day is on 
June 14 because of that 
fact. The resolution 
was simple and brief. It has stayed in effect 
through, the years with changes only to keep the 
Flag up to date as new states were added to 
the Union. 
“ Resolved: 
that the flag of 
States be made of 13 stripes, 
and white; that the union be 13 


the 13 United 
alternate red 
stars, yvhite in 
a blue field, representing a neyy constellation.’* 
That’s the way the Flag has been ever since, 
except for its growing galaxy. The principles 
it symbolizes haven’t changed much, either. 
Fifty-one years ago, on Flag Day, Woodroyv 
Wilson said of the Stars and Stripes: ‘‘It is 
henceforth to stand for self-possession, ior 
dignity, for the assertion of the right of one 
mtion to serve the other nations of theyvorld — 
an emblem that will not condescend to bo 
used for purposes of aggression and self- 
aggrandizement; that is too great to be debased 
by selfishness; that has vindicated its right to 
be honored by all the nations of the world and 
feared b y none who do righteousness.” 
President Wilson’s words still hold good. 
To say that as a symbol of our nation the Flag 
if what we make it, would not be new, but it 
true. It means different things to different 
>ple. But taking them all together, it means 
lerica. It is a fine thing that today more 
id more folks are standing up and saying that 
'whatever means America means a lot to them. 
As we set out our flags today we should do 
so with some thoughtfulness. Too, we should let 
the youngsters help in the affair and should give 
them a word of explanation on what they’re tak­ 
ing part in. 
They’re the right age to begin realizing.

AP — A small group of A m er­ 
ican pilots called “ The Blue 
Knights” have flown m ore than 
750,000 m iles in hope of tangling 
with enemy MIGS. 
They are m em bers of the U.S. 
Air Force’s 476th 
T actical 
Fighter Squadron and 
their 
speedy chariots are F104Sky- 
fighters, 
“ We’ve sighted MIGS once or 
twice, but they wouldn’t come 
near us,” said Maj. W alter W. 
Irwin, Apple Valley, Calif. “ To 
the l>est of our knowledge, they 
were 
North Vietnam ese, not 
Chinese.” 
The Blue Knights got a h u rry - 
up call to speed here from their 
California base after two MIGS 
shot down two U. S. FlOSThun- 
derehief fighter boodlers on a 
m ission against North V ietnam ­ 
ese targets early in April. 
Defending the fallen Thunder- 
chief pilots, 
Maj. Irwin r e ­ 
marked: “ It isn’t that the MIGS 
got them were superior a ir ­ 
planes. The Thunderrhiefs were 
loaded down with bombs.’’ 
On th eir arrival here April 19, 
the Blue Knights were assigned 
to keep the MIGS off U. S. 
fighter bombers.

“ There hasn’t been a single 
plane of ours shot down by an 
enemy plane since we came 
over,” said Irwin. “ Our strik ­ 
ing forces have been unmolested 
from the a ir.”

cess in overcoming the threat 
of business downturns (usually

governmental inter­ 
ference). Skeptics can view the 
appealance of such com ments 
as “ signs of the tim es,” be- 
cause they appear more fre­ 
quently in the la ter stages of 
economic exjunsion. 
Such rose-colored optim ism 
should be tempt*red with a high 
degree of realism : 
—It is true that 
business 
profits in dollar amount a re 
at peak levels, but how about 
profits based on the volume 
of business? 
—How much are profits over­ 
stated before being realistically, 
adjusted to account for the ef­ 
fects of inflation? 
— To what extent do higher 
profits result from real operat­ 
ing efficiencies as com pared to 
paper profits from arb itrary 
changes in tax laws? (Tax laws 
and investment credits can be 
changed any tim e politicians 
agree to do so.) 
These questions call for some 
sobering, and, therefore, help­ 
ful thought — especially as 
to the effectiveness of govern­ 
ment in making recessions ob­ 


solete. 
A sound basis for long term 
prosperity can rest only on the 
willing exchange of goods and 
services in a free m arket with 
a minimum of political inter­ 
ference. And this we have less 
of each year. In 
m atter of 
fact, many elem ents of p re- 
1929 “ prosperity” are with us 
today — only to a greater and 
m ore disturbing degree: 
—continued inflation of our 
money supply, which distorts 
and makes more difficult the 
evaluation of business perform ­ 
ance, 
—governmental Influence in 
the determ ination of wages and 
prices, 
—tax policies which, through 
the coercive power of the state, 
take productive income from 
some and give it to others who 
are less productive. 
These disturbing elem ents in­ 
terfere with the prim ary lx*nefit 
of a free m arket system ; to 
quickly and individually rew ard 
successful risk takers and pro­ 
ducers on the one hand, and 
to retard unsuccessful ones on 
the other. Governmental in ter­ 
ference in this process simply 
tran sfers the burden of m is­ 
takes 
from 
individuals 
to 
society as a whole, and such 
interference sets in motion the 
distorted forces that lead to 
governm ent-induced economic 
collapses such as we had in 
1929. 
If past 
pitfalls are to 
be 
avoided, 
we must allow our 
economy to operate on a free 
exchange basis that gives quick 
and 
personal reward for suc­ 
cess and quick and personal 
loss for failure. A prompt re­ 


turn to this basic principle is 
our best assurance for future 
prosperity.

Washington Merry-Go-Round

WASHINGTON — T h e am ­ 
bassador representing the old­ 
est monarchy in the world has 
just resigned in revolt against 
Haile 
Selassie, 
Conquering 
Lion of the Tribe of Judah, 
Elect of God, Em peror of Ethi­ 
opia. 


The am bassador, Berhanou 
Dinke, long considered a fix­ 
ture in the Washington Dip. 
lomatic Corps, has left his em ­ 
bassy and is now in seclusion. 
He does not plan to return to 
Addis Ababa but will ask the 
State Department for asylum . 
Fearful of Ethiopian govern­ 
ment agents, Dinke tias declined 
to make known his w hereabouts. 
However, he has written a 
book, “ My Experiences in His 
Majesty’s Government,” which 
has been surreptitiously circu­ 
lated in Ethiopia and could cause 
revolution. 


In 
the 
book, 
A m bassador 
Dinke 
urges 
dem ocratic re­ 
form s against a regim e which 
he says has become too auto­ 
cratic and has been suppress­ 
ing libery. He is careful not to 
incite bodily harm to the Em­ 
peror, to whom Dinke is related 
by m arriage, but he is critical 
of 
Haile 
Selassie’s one-man 
rule. 
In 1963 when the Em peror 
visited the United States, Am- 
bassador Dinke was his con­ 
siderate host. T7ie two men 
were together frequently and 
no one would have dream ed that 
differences 
could 
liave 
de­ 
veloped between them. 
—SIGNS OF UNREST— 
Nor liave there been any in­ 
dications, until recently, that 
Haile Selassie’s throne was not 
as solid as the mountains which 
have made his kingdom one of 
the most independent and inac­ 
cessible in A frica. For many 
years it was the only inde­ 
pendent African nation and only 
Mussolini’s modern and well­ 
equipped Black Sill rts were atli e 
to conquer it in 1936. 
At that tim e, Haile Selassie, 
a lonely figure, appeared at the 
League of Nations to make a 
personal plea to the great [low­ 


e rs for help. No one came to his 
defense. And the march of the 
dictators continued until it en­ 
gulfed half the world. 
After the war, Haile Selassie 
returned to his throne, and for 
the past twenty years has ap­ 
peared to be one of the most 
stable ru lers in the world. Tills 
w riter lunched with him out­ 
side Addis Abalia one year ago 
this month, at which time he 
discussed the problem s of edu­ 
cation, 
social 
reform , 
and 
dem ocratic government. I also 
watched him decorate a bat­ 
talion of the Ethiopia Air Force 
for bravery in the t>order skirm ­ 
ishes with Somalia. He seemed 
to liave the support of the Arm y. 
However, there were student 
riots in Addis Ababa last month 
protesting the slowness of land 
reform . And earlier, in 1960, 
a revolt was staged by the Em­ 
pero r’s son. The two seemed to 
have made up, because both 
were at the same table when I 
lunched with Haile Selassie last 
June. 
According 
to 
Ambassador 
Dinke, 
however, 
the 
entire 
Cabinet was executed after this 
revolt, and as of today no one 
dares disagree with the Em per­ 
or. Tile Army immediately got 
a 50 per cent pay raise, which 
may explain its loyalty. 
—APPEAL FOH FREEDOM — 
Em peror Haile Selassie a s­ 
cended the throne a young man 
of 38, full of reform s. He abol­ 
ished slavery, reduced the pow- 
er of the rase s, or dukes, who 
had dominated the country, es­ 
tablished schools, started build­ 
ing darns arid reclam ation proj­ 
ects. 
But 
as 
the years passed, 
the 
young 
men 
he 
had 
sent 
to 
P a r i s , 
London 
and New York, to be educated, 
came 
home 
dissatisfied and 
restless. They claimed reform 
was not moving fast enough. 
Eventually they helped hatch the 
revolt of 1960. 
Flying 
back 
from 
Brazil 
where he was on a state tour, 
the Em peror was bitter.

THE I4TH OF JUNE 
Flag Day is the day designated for countless 
individual ceremonies where patriotic Ameri­ 
cans throughout the nation join to display the 
Flag of the United States and pay it their 
reverence and respect. 
Today is Flag Day. 
Sikestonions in the past several years have 
been pretty well united in observance of the 
occasion. Some time back there seemed to be a 
dearth of Stars and Stripes among our resi­ 
dences; some of our places of business, too, 
apparently had run out of flags to fly, or just 
did not fly them. But more recently that has 
changed, and the change is something Sikeston 
can be proud of. 
The Flag, of course, is a symbol. It repre­ 
sents the United States of America and every­ 
thing about this country of ours: its cities and 
farms, its freedoms and rights, its ways of 
living, its national policies. Everything. Per­ 
haps some folks are unhappy at times with the 
way some matters go; but then they remember 
that it is all under the Flag, and that the Flag 
is still waving despite other temporary dif­ 
ficulties over the many decades. 
The bread and wine of Holy Communion are 
symbols, too, that have been here a long time 
because they are based on something very solid. 
The Flag of the United States came into being 
on this same date in 1777 through a resolution 
adopted by the Congress, and Flag Day is on 
June 14 because of that fact. The resolution 
was simple and brief. It has stayed in effect 
through, the years with changes only to keep the 
Flag up to date as new states were added to 
the Union. 
“Resolved: 
that the flag of the 13 I’nited 
States be made of 13 stripes, alternate red 
and white; that the union be 13 stars, white in 
a blue field, representing a new constellation.0 
That’s the way the Flag has been ever since, 
except for its growing galaxy. The principles 
it symbolizes haven’t changed much, either. 
Fifty-one years ago, on Flag Day, Woodrow 
Wilson said of the Stars and Stripes: ‘‘It is 
henceforth to stand for self-possession, ior 
dignity, for the assertion of the right of one 
aation to serve the other nations of the world — 
an emblem that will not condescend to be 
used for purposes of aggression and self- 
aggrandizement; that is too great to be debased 
by selfishness; that has vindicated its right to 
be honored by all the nations of the world and 
feared by none who do righteousness.” 
President Wilson’s words still hold good. 
To say that as a symbol of our nation the Flag 
if what we make it, would not be new, but it 
is true. It means different things to different 
P 


ple. But taking them all together, it means 
erica. It is a fine thing that today more 
more folks are standing up and saying that 
whatever means America means a lot to them. 
As we set out our flags today we should do 
so with some thoughtfulness. Too, we should let 
the youngsters help in the affair and should give 
them a word of explanation on what they’re tak­ 
ing part in. 
They’re the right age to begin realizing.

Should an economist tell the truth or should he 
merely parrot 
the official Johnson adminis­ 
tration line? 
We are not enamored of the new economics. 
Neither apparently is William M. Martin, Jr., 
Federal Reserve chairman, who warns that 
there are economic sim ilarities now and those 
prevailing in 1929 before the great depression. 
Martin’s speech at Columbia University in 
New York was not an intemperate blast at the 
administration.

also mentioned the dis­ 
sim ilarities in present business 
conditions 
and those in 1929. 
This caused a break in stock market prices, 
which isn’t anything to become alarmed about. 
The market has been riding high and it is . 
jittery and almost any recent negative news 
has sent prices plunging downward. 
Rep. Wright Patpian, chairman of the House 
Banking Committee, is a sworn enemy of Mar­ 
tin. He has escalated his vendetta against 
Martin - to coin a threadbare term used to 
describe the war in Viet Nam -- by urging 
that Martin resign. 
Patman probably would be pleased if Presi­ 
dent Johnson fired Martin if he doesn’t want to 
quit. The country shouldn’t tolerate it. 
What is needed in the federal government is 
more men willing to give honest answers and 
to speak their own minds freely. Martin should 
stay and he should continue to speak out. He 
will perform a real service to the nation, 
particularly if he sees any recession on the 
horizon and tells the country about it. The 
people deserve the best information that is 
available 
so that they can prepare for any 
adverse developments in making their own 
plans. 
If the economic news from Washington is al­ 
ways tinged by political considerations the 
American people will never be told the truth 
and they will have no guidance useful in making 
their own decisions. 
When politics take over, truth flies out the 
wir low. The effort then is devoted to getting 
someone into public office or keeping him there. 
Patman accuses Martin of challenging the 
President on economic policy. Indeed he has, 
and more power to him.

DA NANG, South Viet Nam 
AP - A small group of Amer­ 
ican pilots called “ The Blue 
Knights’* have flown more than 
750,000 milesinhopeoftangling 
with enemy MlGs. 
They are members of the U.S.

Fighter Squadron and

fighters. 
“ We’ve sighted MIGs once or 
twice, but they wouldn’t come 
near us,*’ said Maj. Walter W.

The Blue Knights got a hurry- 
up call to speed here from their 
California base after two MIGs 
shot down two U. S. F105Thun- 
derehief fighter bombers on a 
mission against North Vietnam­ 
ese targets early in April. 
Defending the fallen Thunder- 
chief pilots, Maj. Irwin re ­ 
marked: “ It isn't that the MIGs 
got them were superior a ir- 
pl anes.

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through experience, 
— government payrolls and 
spending add a steadying in­ 
fluence to our economy, 
-- government policy won’t 
allow a business downturn to get 
underway. 
Experience teaches that each 
extended period of economic 
expansion has been hailed as 
the beginning of a new era 
of continuous prosperity. Each 
boom 
entices sideline com­ 
m entators to pontificate on how 
we have finally attained suc­ 
cess in overcoming the threat 
of business downturns (usually 
through 
governmental inter­ 
ference). Skeptics can view the 
appearance of such comments 
as "signs of the tim es,” be­ 
cause they appear more fre­ 
quently in the later stages of 
economic expansion. 
Such rose-colored optimism 
should be tempered with a high 
degree of realism: 
—It is true that 
business 
profits in dollar amount are 
at peak levels, but how about 
profits based on the volume 
of business? 
—How much are profits over­ 
stated before being realistically, 
adjusted to account for the ef­ 
fects of inflation? 
— To what extent do higher 
profits result from real operat­ 
ing efficiencies as compared to 
paper profits from arbitrary 
changes in tax laws? (Tax laws 
and investment credits can be 
changed any time politicians 
agree to do so.) 
These questions call for some 
sobering, and, therefore, help­ 
ful thought — especially as 
to the effectiveness of govern­ 
ment in making recessions ob­ 


solete. 
A sound basis for long term 
prosperity can rest only on the 
willing exchange of goods and 
services in a free market with 
a minimum of political inter­ 
ference. And this we have less 
of each year. In m atter of 
fact, many elements of pre- 
1929 “ prosperity’* are with us 
today — only to a greater and 
more disturbing degree; 
—continued inflation of our 
money supply, which distorts 
and makes more difficult the 
evaluation of business perform­ 
ance, 
—governmental influence in 
the determination of wages and 
prices, 
—tax policies which, through 
the coercive power of the state, 
take productive income from 
some and give it to others who 
are less productive. 
These disturbing elements in­ 
terfere with the prim ary benefit 
of a free market system; to 
quickly and individually reward 
successful risk takers and pro­ 
ducers on the one hand, and 
to retard unsuccessful ones on 
the other. Governmental inter­ 
ference in this process simply 
transfers the burden of mis­ 
takes 
from individuals 
to 
society as a whole, and such 
interference sets in motion the 
distorted forces that lead to 
government-induced economic 
collapses such as we had in 
1929. 
If past 
pitfalls are to 
be 
avoided, we must allow our 
economy to operate on a free 
exchange basis that gives quick 
and personal reward for suc­ 
cess and quick and personal 
loss for failure. A prompt re­ 


turn to this basic principle is 
our best assurance for future 
prosperity.

Washington Merry-Go-Round 


WASHINGTON — T h e am ­ 
bassador representing the old­ 
est monarchy in the world has 
just resigned in revolt against 
Haile 
Selassie, Conquering 
Lion of the Tribe of Judah, 
Elect of God, Emperor of Ethi­ 
opia. 


The ambassador, Berhanou 
Dinke, long considered a fix­ 
ture in the Washington Dip­ 
lomatic Corps, has left his em­ 
bassy and is now in seclusion. 
He does not plan to return to 
Addis Ababa but will ask the 
State Department for asylum. 
Fearful of Ethiopian govern­ 
ment agents, Dinke has declined 
to make known his whereabouts. 
However, he has written a 
book, "My Experiences in His 
Majesty’s Government,” which 
has been surreptitiously circu­ 
lated in Ethiopia and could cause 
revolution. 


In

book, Ambassador 
Dinke 
urges 
democratic re­ 
form s against a regime which 
he says has become too auto­ 
cratic and has been suppress­ 
ing libery. He is careful not to 
incite bodily harm to the Em­ 
peror, to whom Dinke is related 
by m arriage, but he is critical 
of 
Haile Selassie’s one-man 
rule. 
In 1963 when the Emperor 
visited the United States, Am­ 
bassador Dinke was his con­ 
siderate host. The two men 
were together frequently and 
no one would have dreamed that 
differences 
could have 
de­ 
veloped between them. 
—SIGNS OF UNREST— 
Nor have there been any in­ 
dications, until recently, that 
Haile Selassie’s throne was not 
as solid as the mountains which 
have made his kingdom one of 
the most independent and inac­ 
cessible in Africa. For many 
years it was the only inde­ 
pendent African nation and only 
Mussolini’s modem and well- 
equipped Black Shirts were able 
to conquer it in 1936. 
At that time, Haile Selassie, 
a lonely figure, appeared at the 
League of Nations to make a 
personal piea to the great pow-

ers for help. No one came to his 
defense. And the march of the 
dictators continued until it en­ 
gulfed half the world. 
After the war, Haile Selassie 
returned to his throne, and for 
the past twenty years has ap­ 
peared to be one of the most 
stable rulers in the world. This 
writer lunched with him out­ 
side Addis Ababa one year ago 
this month, at which time he 
discussed the problems of edu­ 
cation, 
social 
reform, 
and 
democratic government. I also 
watched him decorate a bat­ 
talion of the Ethiopia Air Force 
for bravery in the border skirm ­ 
ishes with Somalia. He seemed 
to have the support of the Army. 
However, there were student 
riots in Addis Ababa last month 
protesting the slowness of land 
reform. And earlier, in 1960, 
a revolt was staged by the Em­ 
peror’s son. The two seemed to 
have made up, because both 
were at the same table when I 
lunched with Haile Selassielast 
June. 
According 
to Ambassador 
Dinke, 
however, 
the 
entire 
Cabinet was executed after this 
revolt, and as of today no one 
dares disagree with the Emper­ 
or. The Army immediately got 
a 50 per cent pay raise, which 
may explain its loyalty. 
—APPEAL FOR FREEDOM— 
Emperor Haile Selassie as­ 
cended the throne a young man 
of 38, full of reform s. He abol­ 
ished slavery, reduced the pow­ 
er of the rases, or dukes, who 
had dominated the country, es­ 
tablished schools, started build­ 
ing dams and reclamation proj­ 
ects. 
But as the years passed, 
the 
young 
men 
he had 
sent 
to 
P a r i s , 
London 
and New York, to be educated, 
came home 
dissatisfied and 
restless. They claimed reform 
was not moving fast enough. 
Eventually they helped hatch the 
revolt of 1960. 
Flying 
back 
from 
Brazil 
where he was on a state tour, 
the Emperor was bitter. "Now 
I am reaping the crop I have 
sown,” he said. 


Ambassador Dinke was equal­ 
ly bitter when he mailed his 
resignation to the man to whom 
he is related. 
"This resignation,” 
h e 
wrote, " is submitted with the 
view to organizing a council 
of citizens to plead the cause 
of freedom. 


"I am in a free country where 
I can breathe, speak and write 
freely while my people, haunted 
by fear of arrest or punish­ 
ment, impose upon themselves 
the limitation to express their 
human rights. This limitation 
and their hunger for freedom 
cannot 
be 
eternal. Herbert 
Hoover once made this living 
observation: 
‘The 
spark 
of 
liberty in the mind and spirit 
of 
man 
cannot 
be long ex­ 
tinguished; it will break into 
flames that will destroy every 
coercion which seems to lim­ 
it it.» 


"To this end, I appeal to all 
freedom-loving people to write 
to the Emperor urging him NOT 
to deny the right of the people 
to air their grievances, and to 
respect the constitution which 
he himself claimed to have 
granted of his own free will and 
accord. 
"As one of my countrymen, 
Hagos Guebre Yesus, put it, in 
his land reform, ‘The veil is 
too thin to shield this fraud.’ 
This is the time to test its 
sincerity.” 
"The country is full of criti­ 
cism and bitterness,” Ambas­ 
sador Dinke informed me. **I 
have outlined the remedies in 
my book ‘My Experiences in 
His 
Majesty’s 
Government’ 
which I have mailed to Ethiopia 
in advance of my resignation. 
If they are not confiscated, 
copies of the t>ook should be in 
the hands of many Ethiopian 
leaders this minute. 
"I hope the book will do some 
good.” 
Dinke said he planned to re­ 
main in seclusion for some 
time, near either New York or 
Washington, but would keep in 
touch 
with Ethiopian leaders 
who shared his political views.

In talking about the response 
to the school, the Colonel said 
that he would like to accelerate 
the program to reach 
more 
drivers, but manpower proli- 
lems curtailed expansion at this 
time.

can lower traffic deaths, reduce 
injuries and cut the economic 
loss from traffic accidents,” he 
said. 
“ We 
stress defensive 
driving, how to avoid the ac­ 
cident situation and how to bet­ 
ter the chances to stay alive 
when in the accident situation. 
We have learned many driving 
tricks 
from 
the millions of 
miles our patrolmen drive each 
year. We are Including these 
in our schools.” 
The Patrol’s Driver Improve­ 
ment Schools are open to the 
public — there is no charge, 
no tests or -»dual driving.

PUNISHMENT AND CRIME 
The idea of crime and the 
idea of punishment go together 
in our minds. Yet more and 
more they do not go together 
in reality. 
This is unquestionably one of 
the 
prim ary causes of our 
spiralling 
crime rate. Many 
thoughtful men believe it to be 
the chief cause. 
The faster the crime rate 
rises, the more diligently some 
strangely misguided 
people 
labor to reduce the frequency 
and effectiveness of punishment 
for crim e. The Supreme Court 
issues a new edict almost every 
week to cripple the activities 
and limit the authority of law 
enforcement officers. Judges 
continually lenient toward con­ 
victed criminals are applauded, 
while those who are more stern 
are condemned. 
The hue and cry over the death 
penalty, pro and con, tends to 
obscure the far more important 
issue of lesser penalties. Very 
few crim inals ever face the 
possibility of being put to death. 
But all of them at one time or 
another face the possibility of 
imprisonment. 
Imprisonment 
is 
our chief 
deterrent 
penalty 
against 
crim e. It is an effective deter­ 
rent 
because the one 
value 
nearly everyone holds in com­ 
mon is the value of freedom. 
To deprive a man of his freedom 
is a grave and drastic step; 
but precisely 
because it is 
drastic, it is truly effective 
punishment to those found guilty 
of assaulting and robbing their 
fellow men. 
It is sometimes objected that 
imprisonment is costly. Crime 
is more costly. It is sometimes 
said 
crim inals 
should 
have 
“ another chance.” They give 
their victims no second chance. 
When criminal guilt is proved, 
punishment should be unfailimi.

Monday, June 14 Is Flag Day.

THE 14TH OF JUNE 
Flag Day is the day designated for countless 
individual ceremonies where patriotic Ameri­ 
cans throughout the nation join to display the . 
Flag of the United States and pay it their 
reverence and respect. 
Today is Flag Day. 
Sikestonions in the past several years have 
been pretty well united in observance of the 
occasion. Some time back there seemed to be a 
dearth of Stars and Stripes among our re si­ 
dences; some of our places of business, too, 
apparently had run out of flags to fly, or just 
did not fly them. But more recently that has 
changed, and the change is something Sikeston 
can be proud of. 
The Flag, of course, is a symbol. It repre­ 
sents the United States of America and every­ 
thing about this country of ours: its cities and 
farms, its freedoms and rights, its ways of 
living, its national policies. Everything. Per­ 
haps some folks are unhappy at times with the 
way some m atters go; but then they remember 
that it is all under the Flag, and that the Flag 
is still waving despite other temporary dif­ 
ficulties over the many decades. 
The bread and wine of Holy Communion are 
symbols, too, that have been here a long time 
because they are based on something very solid. 
The Flag of the United States came into being 
on this same date in 1777 through a resolution 
adopted by the Congress, and Flag Day is on 
June 14 because of that 
fact. The resolution 
was simple and brief. It has stayed in effect 
through, the years with changes only to keep the 
Flag up to date as new states were added to 
the Union. 
“ Resolved: 
that the flag of the 13 I nited 
States be made of 13 stripes, alternate red 
and white; that the union be 13 stars, white in 
a blue field, representing a new constellation.” 
That's the way the Flag has been ever since, 
except for its growing galaxy. The principles 
it symbolizes haven’t changed much, either. 
Fifty-one years ago, on Flag Day, Woodrow 
Wilson said of the Stars and Stripes: ‘‘It is 
henceforth to stand for self-possession, ior 
dignity, for the assertion of the right of one 
iation to serve the other nations of the world — 
an emblem that will not condescend to be 
used for purposes of aggression and self- 
aggrandizement; that is too great to be debased 
by selfishness; that has vindicated its right to 
be honored by all the nations of the world and 
feared by none who do righteousness.” 
President Wilson’s words still hold good. 
To say that as a symbol of our nation the Flag 
if what we make it, would not be new, but it 
is true. It means different things to different 
people. But taking them all together, it means 
America. It is a fine thing that today more 
agid more folks are standing up and saying that 
whatever means America means a lot to them. 
As we set out our flags today we should do 
so with some thoughtfulness. Too, we should let 
the youngsters help in the affair and should give 
them a word of explanation on what they’re tak­ 
ing part in. 
They’re the right age to begin realizing.

Should an economist tell the truth or should he 
merely 
parrot 
the official Johnson adminis­ 
tration line? 
We are not enamored of the new economics. 
Neither apparently is William M. Martin, Jr., 
Federal Reserve chairman, who warns that 
there are economic sim ilarities now and those 
prevailing in 1929 before the great depression. 
Martin’s speech at Columbia University in 
New York was not an intemperate blast at the 
administration. 
He 
also mentioned the dis­ 
sim ilarities in present business 
conditions 
and those in 1929. 
This caused a break in stock market prices, 
which isn’t anything to become alarmed about. 
The market has been riding high and it is 
jittery and almost any recent negative news 
has sent prices plunging downward. 
Rep. Wright Patjnan, chairman of the House 
Banking Committee, is a sworn enemy of Mar­ 
tin. He has escalated his vendetta against 
Martin - to coin a threadbare term used to 
describe the war in Viet Nam — by urging 
that Martin resign. 
Patman probably would be pleased if P resi­ 
dent Johnson fired Martin if he doesn’t want to 
quit. The country shouldn’t tolerate it. 
What is needed in the federal government is 
more men willing to give honest answers and 
to speak their own minds freely. Martin should 
stay and he should continue to speak out. He 
will perform a real service to the nation, 
particularly if he sees any recession on the 
horizon and tells the country about it. The 
people deserve the best information that is

so that they can prepare for any 
adverse developments in making their own 
plans. 
If the economic news from Washington is al­ 
ways tinged by political considerations the 
American people will never be told the truth 
and they will have no guidance useful in making 
their own decisions.

The current issue of a national 
business publication contains 
an article which explains that 
recessions 
have

solete. Among the reasons given 
are that; 
—our economy is, at last, 
truly diversified, 
—We have become sm arter 


through experience, 
— government 
payrolls and 
spending add a steadying in­ 
fluence to our economy, 
- - government policy won’t 
allow a business downturn to get 
underway. 
Experience teaches that each 
extended period of economic 
expansion has been hailed as 
the beginning of a new era 
of continuous prosperity. Each 
boom 
entices sideline com­ 
m entators to pontificate on how 
we have finally attained suc­ 
cess in overcoming the threat 
of business downturns (usually 
through 
governmental inter­ 
ference). Skeptics can view the 
appearance of such com ments 
as “ signs of the tim es,” be­ 
cause they appear more fre­ 
quently in the later stages of 
economic expansion. 
Such rose-colored optim ism 
should be tem pered with a high 
degree of realism : 
—It is true that 
business 
profits in dollar amount a re 
at peak levels, but how about 
profits based on the volume 
of business? 
— How much are profits over­ 
stated before being realistically, 
adjusted to account for the ef­ 
fects of inflation? 
— To what extent do higher 
profits result from real operat­ 
ing efficiencies as com pared to 
paper profits from arb itrary 
changes in tax laws? (Tax laws 
and investment credits can be 
changed any tim e politicians 
agree to do so.) 
These questions call for some 
sobering, and, therefore, help­ 
ful thought — especially as 
to the effectiveness of govern­ 
ment in making recessions ob­ 


solete. 
A sound basis for long term 
prosperity can rest only on the 
willing exchange of goods and 
services in a free m arket with 
a minimum of political inter­ 
ference. And this we have less 
of each year. In m atter of 
fact, many elem ents of p re- 
1929 “ prosperity” are with us 
today — only to a greater and 
m ore disturbing degree; 
—continued inflation of our 
money supply, which distorts 
and makes more difficult the 
evaluation of business perform ­ 
ance, 
—governmental influence in 
the determ ination of wages and 
prices, 
—tax policies which, through 
the coercive power of the state, 
take productive income from 
some and give it to others who 
are less productive. 
These disturbing elem ents in­ 
te rfere with the prim ary benefit 
of a free m arket system ; to 
quickly and Individually rew ard 
successful risk takers and pro­ 
ducers on the one hand, and 
to retard unsuccessful ones on 
the other. Governmental inter­ 
ference in this process simply 
tran sfers the burden of m is­ 
takes 
from 
individuals 
to 
society as a whole, and such 
interference sets in motion the 
distorted forces that lead to 
governm ent-induced economic 
collapses such as we had in 
1929. 
If past 
pitfalls are to 
be 
avoided, 
we 
must allow our 
economy to operate on a free 
exchange basis that gives quick 
and 
personal rew ard for suc­ 
cess and quick and personal 
loss for failure. A prompt re­ 


turn to this basic principle is 
our best assurance for future 
prosperity.

Lion of the Tribe of Judah, 
Elect of God, Em peror of Ethi­ 
opia. 


The am bassador, Berhanou 
Dinke, long considered a fix­ 
ture in the Washington Dip­ 
lomatic C orps, has left his em ­ 
bassy and is now in seclusion. 
He does not plan to return to 
Addis Ababa but will ask the 
State Department for asylum . 
Fearful of Ethiopian govern­ 
ment agents, Dinke lias declined 
to make known his w hereabouts. 
However, he has written a 
book, “ My Experiences in His 
Majesty’s Government,” which 
has been surreptitiously circu­ 
la te d in Ethiopia and could cause 
revolution. 


In 
the 
book, 
Am bassador 
Dinke 
urges 
dem ocratic re­ 
form s against a regim e which 
he says has become too auto­ 
cratic and has been suppress­ 
ing libery. He is careful not to 
incite bodily harm to the Em­ 
peror, to whom Dinke is related 
by m arriage, but he is critical 
of 
Haile 
S elassie’s one-man 
rule. 
In 1963 when the Em peror 
visited the United States, Am­ 
bassador Dinke was his con­ 
siderate host. Tlie two men 
were together frequently and 
no one would have dreamed that 
differences 
could 
have 
de­ 
veloped between them. 
—6IGNS OF UNREST— 
Nor liave there been any in­ 
dications, until recently, that 
Haile S elassie's throne was not 
as solid as the mountains which 
have made his kingdom one of 
the most independent and inac­ 
cessible in A frica. For many 
years it was the only inde­ 
pendent A frican nation and only 
M ussolini’s modem and well- 
equipped Black Shirts were able 
to conquer it in 1936. 
At that tim e, Haile Selassie, 
a lonely figure, appeared at the 
League of Nations to make a 
personal plea to the great pow-

e rs for help. No one came to his 
defense. And the march of the 
dictators continued until it en­ 
gulfed half the world. 
After the w ar, Haile Selassie 
returned to his throne, and for 
the past twenty years has ap­ 
peared to be one of the most 
stable ru lers in the world. This 
w riter lunched with him out­ 
side Addis Ababa one year ago 
this month, at which tim e he 
discussed the problem s of edu­ 
cation, 
social 
reform , 
and 
dem ocratic government. I also 
watched him decorate a bat­ 
talion of the Ethiopia Air Force 
for bravery in the liorder skirm ­ 
ishes with Som alia. He seemed 
to have the support of the A rm y. 
However, there were student 
riots in Addis Ababa last month 
protesting the slowness of land 
reform . And earlier, in 1960, 
a revolt was staged by the Em­ 
peror’s son. The two seemed to 
have made up, because both 
were at the sam e table when I 
lunched with Haile Selassie last 
June. 
According 
to 
Ambassador 
Dinke, 
however, 
the 
entire 
Cabinet was executed after this 
revolt, and as of today no one 
dares disagree with the E m per­ 
or. The Army immediately got 
a 50 per cent pay raise, which 
may explain its loyalty.

Em peror Haile Selassie a s­ 
cended the throne a young man 
of 38, full of reform s. He abol­ 
ished slavery, reduced the pow­ 
er of the rase s, or dukes, who 
had dominated the country, es­ 
tablished schools, started build­ 
ing dams and reclam ation proj­ 
ects.

In talking about the response 
to the school, the Colonel said 
that he would like to accelerate 
the program to reach 
more 
driv ers, but manpower prol>- 
lem s curtailed expansion at this 
tim e.

confident this school 
can lower traffic deaths, reduce 
injuries and cut the economic 
loss from traffic accidents,” he 
said. 
“ We 
stre ss defensive 
driving, how to avoid the ac­ 
cident situation and how to bet­ 
te r the chances to stay alive 
when In the accident situation. 
We have learned many driving 
tricks 
from 
the millions of 
m iles our patrolmen drive each 
year. We are including these 
in our schools.” 
The Patrol’s D river Improve­ 
ment Schools are open to the 
public — there is no charge, 
no tests or actual driving.

PUNISHMENT ANI) CRIME 
The idea of crim e and the 
idea of punishment go together 
in our minds. Yet m ore and 
m ore they do not go together 
tn reality. 
This is unquestionably one of 
the 
prim ary causes of 
our 
spiralling 
crim e rate. M.uiy 
thoughtful men believe it to be 
the chief cause. 
The 
faster tin* crim e 
rate 
rise s, the more diligently some 
strangely misguided 
people 
labor to reduce the frequency 
and effectiveness of punishment 
for crim e. The Supreme Court 
issues a new edict almost every 
week to cripple the activities 
and lim it the authority of law 
enforcem ent officers. Judges 
continually lenient toward con­ 
victed crim inals are applauded, 
while those who are m ore stern 
are condemned. 
The hue and cry over the death 
penalty, pro and con, tends to 
obscure the far more im portant 
issue of le sser penalties. Very 
few crim inals ever face the 
possibility of being put to death. 
But all of them at one time or 
another face the possibility of 
im prisonm ent. 
Im prisonment 
is 
our chief 
d eterrent 
penalty 
against 
crim e. It is an effective deter­ 
rent 
because the one 
value 
nearly everyone holds in com­ 
mon is the value of freedom . 
To deprive a man of his freedom 
is a grave and drastic step; 
but precisely 
l>ecause it is 
drastic, 
it is truly effective 
punishm ent to those found guilty 
of assaulting and robbing their 
fellow men. 
It is som etim es objected that 
im prisonm ent is costly. C rim e 
is m ore costly. It is som etim es 
said 
crim inals 
should 
have 
“ another chance.” They give 
their victim s no second chance. 
When crim inal guilt is proved, 
punishment should lx> unfailing.

“ As one of my countrym en, 
Hagos Guebre Yesus, put it, in 
his land reform , 'The veil is 
too thin to shield this fraud.'

New York; — The other day 
Labor Secretary W illard Wirtz 
told the miniature h atters’ con­ 
vention that Adlai Stevenson had 
introduced its chief, Alex Rose, 
to him as “ the wisest man you’ll 
ever know.” 
“ And,” 
added the 
urbane 
W irtz, “ I’ve heard two P resi­ 
dents (of the U. S.) since then 
say the same thing.” 
This concentration of eclat 
at 
the 
m illinery 
m akers’ 
Lilliputian convention, and the 
parade of some of the nation’s 
most powerful 
personalities 
drew this itinerant correspon­ 
dent 
from the 
Washington 
trenches. 
V ice-presidents 
and Cabinet 
m em bers 
bearing m essages 
from U. S. Presidents are as 
ra re at small gatherings as the 
disappearing Nene, the female 
Hawaiian goose. 
They came to pay homage to 
a powerful liberal vote-m aker. 
But liberal though he is, Mr. 
Rose, the fascinating record 
shows, is eclectic and has en­ 
dorsed Republicans—not all of 
them of the liberal wing. 
Perhaps the best profile of 
this 
strange man, almost un­ 
known 
west of the Hudson, 
though he has helped make more 
presidents than Col. House and 
Jim 
Farley, is in a rarely 
told hatters’ union adventure. 
It proves that Mr. Rose is a 
wise man indeed, for he rarely

All stockholders' 
interests 
have 
been 
treated 
with 
meticulous care. With manage­ 
m ent's 
talents 
now 
being 
nursed by the labor people, 
and the 
international union’s 
leaders urging its local mem­ 
b ers to greater efficiency, the 
firm has prospered. 
Stockholders therefore 
now 
receive an annual dividend of $2 
a share — equal to that paid 
by A. T. & T. or Boeing. Par 
value of each share now is 
$50. 


With the union behind him, 
president Rle — a specialist 
in “ superior quality” felt hat 
production — now is retrieving 
the 
m arket from 
the Czech 
salesm en. 


Thus, 
in 
addition 
to 
the 
dividends per share, there is 
a 
special 
“ dividend” 
per 
w orker. Each employe gets a 
two per cent bonus at year’s 
end. This is the equivalent ol 
a 
full week’s extra pay. Sc 
everybody’s happy — the man­ 
agement, the stockholders, the 
em ployes, the local union, anc 
the townspeople. 
And how does a labor-ownec 
corporation bargain with the 
local union of the international 
which owns the firm ?

For Cities 


C ities entered In the M issouri 
Community 
Betterment P ro­ 
gram tend to attract new in­ 
dustries 
and enjoy a notable 
number 
of 
industrial e x ­ 
pansions. 
This was revealed in a recent 
analysis of new industrial plant 
locations and m anufactlrlngex- 
panslons 
in 
M issouri during 
1964, compiled by the M issouri 
Division of Commerce and In­ 
dustrial Development. 
The study shows that one out 
of every four communities in the 
CID sponsored community im ­ 
provement program last year 
acquired at least one new in­ 
dustry compared to a state-wide 
record of one new industry for 
each eleven communities. One 
city in the program announced 
the acquisition of five new in­ 
dustries during the year. 
The analysis shows that mem­ 
ber 
cities

When President Jonnsor last 
Monday 
asked Congress for a 
new law to safeguard tlw> voting 
rights of Negro citizens 
he 
rested tils case on the 
Con­ 
stitution and on a basic prin­ 
ciple of morality. 
What he has now proposed that 
the Congress do is enact a law 
which 
would violate that Con­ 
stitution In* asks us not to flout 
and, m ore, which is Itself Im­ 
m oral. 
If you think not so, consider; 
The Administration bill offers 
a formula — a complicated one, 
which we will come to in 
a 
moment — to prohibit certain 
States from using any test of a 
citizen 's ability to read 
and 
write our language as a quali­ 
fication for voting. 
The argument for doing this is 
the 15th Amendment to the Con­ 
stitution 
which 
provides, 
clearly enough, that neither the 
Federal Government nor 
any 
State shall deprive a citizen of 
his vote “ on account o f" 
his 
race or color. 
But the proposed bill does not 
stop 
with 
providing means 
against 
the violation of 
the 
15th Amendment. It does 
not 
aim at Insuring that any such 
State literacy test shall 
1x3 
fairly drawn and Impartially ad­ 
m inistered so that it may not 
be used as an excuse to de­ 
prive anyone of his vote “ on 
account o f" his race. 
The effect — and Indeed the 
purpose — would be to abolish 
such tests entirely in the af­ 
fected States. And that 
flies 
squarely 
in the face of this 
self-sam e Constitution which 
the President professes to up­ 
hold. 
The very first article of that 
Constitution authorizes the In­ 
dividual 
States to decide the 
qualifications of voters in both 
federal and State elections, sub­ 
je c t only to the proviso that 
whoever is deemed qualified to 
vote for “ the most numerous 
branch of the State legislatu re" 
is automatically qualified to 
vote in federal elections. 
Making 
this a State function 
was no casual decision. It was 
reaffirm ed in identical language 
in 
the 
17th Amendment — 
adopted, incidentally, more thani 
40 years after the 15th Amend­ 
ment, which provided that all 
such qualifications should 
be 
Impartially applied among all 
citizens. 
This principle in the 
Con­ 
stitution 
has 
been repeat­ 
edly upheld and affirm ed 
by 
the U.S. Supreme Court, 
not 
m erely in dusty antiquity 
but 
as recently as 1959 by judges 
presently 
sitting upon 
that 
bench. 
Now we are well aware that 
there are a good many people, 


and perhaps the President is 
included, who oppose 
any lit­ 
eracy requirem ent. They say 
that a man's Illiteracy is Ir­ 
relevant to the question of hav­ 
ing his judgment counted in pub­ 
lic affairs. No man can quar­ 
rel with the right of such peo­ 
ple to argue their case, and , if 
persuasive, to alter the 
Con­ 
stitution so as to prohibit them. 
But 
the 
requirement 
that 
voters be able to read 
and 
write 
is 
by no means re­ 
stricted 
to 
those Southern 
States now the object of this 
special legislation. Many others 
— including New York State— 
require that qualification, 
as 
the Constitution entitles them 
to do. 
If it Is immoral, as the P resi­ 
dent says, to deprive a qualified 
citizen of his right to vote “ un­ 
der color of a literacy te s t," 
Is it moral to violate one part 
of the Constitution under the 
color of upholding another which 
Is In no wise in conflict? 
Nor 
does the 
question end 
there, 
for 
what this bill pro­ 
poses to do Is to set up 
a 
double standard. 
Some States 
would be permitted to keep their 
literacy requirem ent. 
Others 
would not. 
The formula prescribed is that 
of a ratio lx;tween the number 
of persons of voting age within 
a State and the numbers of 
voters in an election. 
If 
50 
per cent or more of the voting 
age Inhabitants do vote, then 
the State 
is 
absolved. 
The 
federal 
authorities 
will keep 
out, 
and the State may set its 
own qualifications for voters, 
Including literacy tests. Other­ 
w ise, no. 
This formula has been ca re - 


A few moments reflection on 
this formula will suggest such 
weird paradoxes, and the pos­ 
sibility of such 
strange dis­ 
crim inations, as to stagger the 
mind. 
A minor 
one is that a strict 
application of tin* formula would 
proliably make it applicable to 
Alaska. 
However, a way has 
been devised to exempt It, which 
as much as anything suggests 
that tlx* Intent Is not to write 
a general rule of law but to 
subject certain States to special 
laws. 
Not so minor, but certainly 
weird, Is the provision that a 
person once registered as 
a 
voter by the federal authori­ 
ties will be stricken from tlie 
list 
If 
he 
fells 
to vote "a t 
least 
once during three con­ 
secutive years while listed ." In 
short, you have to vote or you 
can't. 
Of more consequence is the 
fact that If we have this 
law 
a citizen, white or Negro, can 
tie entitled to a vote In Ala­ 
bama no m atter how Illiterate 
he is, or for that matter even 
If he is a moron. But If 
the 
same citizen, white or Negro, 
lives in New York state he will 


not he entitled to vote. 
This would create a truly In­ 
genious paradox. The Illiterate 
citizen, 
Negro or otherw ise, 
sould find himself with 
more 
“ rig h ts" In Alabama and her 
five outcast siaffcr States than in 
the great State of New York. 
More, the educational level of 
the voting citizens of Alabama, 
tlx* low level of which is part 
of the general complaint against 
It by civil rights leaders, would 
tm further reduced. 
And this 
by federal sanction. 
Unfortunately, 
the Irony Is 
not funny. Beneath the paradox 
lies a serious question. Is it 
moral that our national 
laws 
should apply one rule to one 
State and another to another 
requiring that the people of one 
State abolish qualifications for 
voters while the people 
of 
another Stab* may uphold their 
standards? 
Nor is that the end of the 
consequences of that weird fo r- 
rnula. Recall that It perm its the 
Federal Government to put all 
this machinery In motion, the 
takeover 
of tlx; whole voting 
procedure 
by federal authori­ 
tie s, only when the voting per­ 
centage of a State falls below

fully devised so that in practice 
it is expected to apply only to 
six states, Alabama, Louisiana, 
M ississippi, 
Georgia, 
South 
Carolina and Virginia. In these

fications they don't like.
